Koht Praises 
Norse Love 
Of Freedom 



Address ^li^s 
Of Democracy 
In Norway 

"In cvcr>' Norwegian there is 
a dccply-rootccl love of free- 
dom," Dr. Halvdnn Kolit, (old 
McGill students in Moyse Hall 
yesterday morning: "This in- 
cludes a feeling of responsibility 
towards the rest of Norwegian 
citizen!!, so that denioeracy in 
Norway is not merely a rational 
appreciation of the advantages 
of liberty, but has bound up 
with it the attitude expressed by 
Patrick Henry: 'Give rac liberty 
or give mc death'." 

In the course of his 11.00 a.m. ad- 
dress on "Democracy in Norway," 
Dr. Koht showed his audience how 
the liberal constitution of 1814 was 
"a reasoned production of the popu- 
lar will," "a natural expression of 
the democratic character of the na- 
tion," especially Insofar as the Nor- 
wegians thought they were rebuild- 
ing their ancient interrupted de- 
mocracy. 

Effects of Foreign Influence. 

While the speaking of the effect 
of the American and French Revo- 
lutions on the Constitution of 1814, 
Dr. Koht mentioned that one of the 
early delegates of the Norwegian 
parliament had brought to Nor- 
way a copy of the American Con- 
stitution, j:\vhich copy Is still pre- 
served in Oslo, He extended an in- 
vitation to "all of you lo come to 
Norway next year to sec this docu- 
ment." • 

Dr. Koht went on to explain that 
the noble class was early extin- 
gulshcd^so, that during the general 
Involutions of 1^0 Norway unique- 
ly enough prcicnted the conflict of 
the burgher class against the farm- 
ers, providing a parallel to the 
similar conflict in America between 
the western frontier people and the 
eastern 'industrialist' ' Local self- 
government was established in the 
1830's in Norway, as It was in Great 
Britain. 

After tracing the rise of the new 
labor and capitalist classes and the 
subsequent rise of socialist legisla- 
tion, and the nationalization of 
railways and other vital Industries, 
Dr. Koht concluded that all these 
events were not only caused by^ 
but resulted in, a strong, national

Already Joined 
Armed Forces 



Frederlcton, N.B., Jan. 30. — (C. 
U.P.) — The University of New 
Brunswick today reported that 26 
students, whose academic^records 
have been 'found iinsaUsfactory, 
have been barred from further 
military deferment. Many of these 
students have already 'Joined the 
armed forces, it was announced.

Of these expellees, 
152 were students at the University 
of British Columbia. U.N.B, report- 
ed, however, a higher percentage of

Queen's University In Kingston 
reported the highest percentage of 
expellees, with 90 students, or 5% 
of the student body, told to leave. 
Of these, 34 vJere women.

College Women 
Train for War 

Varied Courses 
Offerd as Part 
Of Program ' 

Frederlcton, N.B. (CUP)— Wom- 
en's War Training has become com- 
pulsory on the majority of the Can- 
adian Campuses for the first time 
this year. Since the outbreak of 
the war, however, women on all 
campuses have been actively en- 
gaged in voluntary war work of 
various types. 

A mass meeting was held last 
spring by the women at the Uni- 
versity ' of British Columbia, and 
co-eds asked for compulsory war 
training which has been instituted 
there this. year. At Manitoba, how- 
ever, training has been compulsory 
for two years. 

Not all the girls wear uniforms, 
but there is variety among those 
who do. The members of the Uni- 
versity Detachments of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross Corps all wear the 
gray uniform, but tie and cap flash 
are the colour of the particular 
University represented. At Sas- 
katchewan the uniform is unique. 
There the girls wear black or blue 
skirts, white blouses,' green tams, 
green Windsor ties, and walking 
brogues. 

Training is required of all women 
at McGill, Queen's, British Colum- 
bia and Alberta, while at Toronto 
it is requhred of those in second, 
third and fourth years, anid'at Mc- 
Master, only those in* the first and 
second years. The number of hours 
required varies from 60 to 110, or 
from two to four hours a week. 

In the first year, basic training is 
given. This consists of a combin- 
aUon of First Aid, A.R.P. and either 
Drill or Physical Training. In the 
second year a wide variety of dif- 
ferent courses are offered on each 
Campus. In this moro advanced 
training, the student may specialize 
in<jtt«ilicld~in which she is most 
intornited. 

There are six University Detach- 
ments of tho Canadian Red Cross 
Corps at present. These are at Tor- 
onto, McMaster, Queen's, McGill, 
Macdonal<| College and the Univer- 
sity of New Brunswick. Toronto 
was the pioneer in this field, and

In accordance with the Uni- 
vci-fity Science Student Regula- 
tions issued I}^ tho Dcpartmenb 
of Labour, male students in first 
year Science will today signify 
tlieir intentions witli regard to 
militaiy service. Under the new- 
ly-adopted system, they will be 
given llic opportunity to volun- 
teer "for service in the Armed 
Forces of Canada as -a technical 
nfficcr" on graduation or at siich 
time as tho government may 
require. 

The freshmen will receive tripli- 
cate forms following this morning's 
lecture in English 2, and must re- 
turn them fully completed. to. Miss 
Weiss in Room 9 of the Arts Build- 
ing before the end of the day. The 
declaration which each student 
must fill in and sign permits him, 
on signifying his intention of seek- 
ing a technical commission, to state 
three preferences as to the type of 
service for which he considers him- 
self best suited. The student may 
decline to volunteer in this cate- 
gory, with a view to seeking em- 
ployment In essential Industry or 
some allernatlvo form of military 
service; but the forms provided 
must be completed before any stu- 
dent may commence or continue bis 
education in the faculty of Science. 
Upper CUssmen to Register ' 

Following the registration of 
freshmen . toda>\ . second year men 
will obtain their declarations from 
Room 9 of the Arts Building tomor- 
row; third year students will follow 
suit on Thursday, and seniors on 
Friday. Under no conditions will 
forms be accepted after Satturday, 
February 6. 

Male students in Dentistry, En- 
gineering, Medicine, etc., are also 
Included in the regulation, and will 
receive specific information with 
regard to their registration from 
their respective faculties. By this 
process, the government will obtain 
a complete tabulation of all men 
now in Canadian universities whose 
education may on completion be- 
come of value to the natton's war 
effort. Henceforward every student 
entering the university will be re- 
quired to register in this manner 
before he can be admitted to any 
of the faculties Included in the Min- 
ister of Labour's declaration.

Reply to "Dcmon-Crat" 
How anti-Socialists can possibly 
be so blind as to hope that the time 
is sUli with us when they can 
frighten- people about Sodaliam by 
the use ot mere unreasonbig pre- 
judice and the unstudied use of 
epithets Is beyond mc. Within the 
life ot a single generation it has 
drawn to its ranks miUions ot earn-, 
est Uiinking men and women; and 
it has made out' Its case so convinc- 
ingly that in every civilized coun- 
try its capture ot the power of 
'government is now the dominant 
issue In political conflict It ex- 
plains to the common man why 
poverty an.** squalor exist in a 
world ot abundant resources; and 
the common man everywhere is 
finding: W 11 the hope- of fuUiUment 
of his dream of human life set free 
from theje miseries. In New ZeS' 
land, UiB Labour Party captured 
t)ie reins of government in 1935 and 
has since then been twice re-elect- 
ed and each time wlUi an increased 
majority. A similar situation holds 
in Australia. In the short space of 
ten years, the C.C.F. (Co-operaUve 
Commonwealth FcdcraUon), Can- 
ada's Socialist parly has grown till 
it represents one quarter of the 
people ot Canada (GaUup Foil, 
Dec. 10, 1042), and this despite Uie 
fact that our good Demon thinks 
that Uie "war has cieared the air." 
Every citizen who wishes to keep 
intelligently abreast of the respon- 
sibilities .of his . dtlzenship in s 
democraUc sUlc must study the So 
ciilisf case so'a^ to-krtdw'what ho 
is talking about. 

For those who like to know some 
thing concerning what they arc 
lalkmg about— and our Demon Is 
obviously not ono ot them- 1 re 
commend that Uicy read "The Case 
for Socialism," by Fred Henderson 
the works of Harold Laski; "Fas- 
cism and Big Business," by Thomas 
Giterin; and let him be afraid to 
read also Karl Marx and his inter- 
preters for even the most "die 
hard" of present-day economists 
does not attempt to pass off Marx 
with a wave of the hand. 

It is impossible in the short space 
here available to go into the Case 
for Socialism. However a few 
words may be said about it. 

SodalisU believe that Uie re- 
sources ot the world are sufficient 
to prevent poverty. Our aim is to 
make the national resources avail 
able for Uie general life ot the na- 
tion. 

The'wealth upon which the world 
lives is produced by labour, skill 
and Uiought, working upon land 
and capllsL The class which gives 
the labour, skill and thought lives 
upon wages. The class which owns 
the land and capital lives upon 
rent Interest and profit In both 
cases the livelihood comes out of 
the current wealth production ot 
the world. And, broadly speaking, 
the method of getting one's living 
by wages represents the bare life, 
and the method ot geUing onos iiv 
ing by rent, interest and profits rC' 
presents Uie full life. 

The error into which people fall 
is that of supposing that the sodal 
ists wish to take away from Uie 
rich class wealUi which they actual- 
ly possess and.git'è it to the masses 
of Uie people. . The whole naUon, 
rich and poor, lives upon the cur- 
rent daUy wealth production ot the 
world. Land Is Uie primary source 
of all wealUi. Labour applied to 
land makes it fruitful; and it is 
upon that perishable and constantly 
renewed fruitfulness that the world 
lives. What the rich possess is pow 
er over the production and dulrl' 
buUon ot wealUt; so that wealUi 
created to-morrow, next week, next 
year, counts as their possession, and 
flows into their lives steadily and 
constanUy as fast as produced. 

The slave-owner had to make 
three payments— a lump sum down 
tor the slave, payment for land and 
equipment tor the slave to work 
with, and constant daily payment 
for the slave's maintenance. The 
capitalist actually escapes the first 
of these payments. He gets his la 
hour for noUiIng, and calls that 
proeeu "providing men with em 
ploymeni," claiming to be a naUon 
al benefactor by so doing. AU Uiey 
produce belongs to him, in exactly 
the same way that all the slave pro 
duced belonged to tha slave owner. 
The cost ot their keep comes out ot 
it u wages— which represents thé 
minimum cost ot keeping the work- 
er alive— and the owner takes the 
surplus. There Is HtUe real differ 
enee between qwnlng thé tnan and 
(vwning^e^ neana of the man' 
worlâ|iiâ& form ot ownership 
gives you power toJw|M^Ponuilon 
ot everything thei |mulJ|]pnSSKes, 
simply for the price of bis keep out 
of it 

This explains the one-sided dis 
tribuUon of the naUonal wealth — 
this explains why before the war 
(103B) the president of International 
Nickel was "earning" $842.00 a day 
whUe the average Canadian Indus 
trial worker was making only 
1743.00 a year (Dom. Bureau ot 
StatisUca). The workman has no 
stai^, ao.>ii^t iq Uy<^ tulèec .tbpce 



who own the tools of production 
find It profitable to employ him.l 

The argument of initiative held 80 
years ago— UjdMs lnp t hold to-day. 
Hugo monopioQIs^^make It' impos- 
sible for any man to-day to get 
anywhere within a reasonable dis- 
tance of Henry Ford. And to prove 
it, you aU know what any big in- 
surance company wUl tell you:— 
Out of every 100 young people who 
reach the age of 25, at 60:— One 
Will be wealthy, 4 will be well-to- 
do, S will still be working, 31 will 
be dead (leaving families or de- 
pendents for the most part on re- 
lief), 56 will be living on reUef or 
charity. 

It is' this private ownership of 
land and capital which wc Social- 
ists indict as the root cause 3t 
poverty. Capital is no more a fixed 
and permanent thing' than is ^ the 
currently consumed wealth on 
whicni the. world lives. Every busi- 
ness undertaking provides its own 
capital as it goes along— and the 
whole thing comes out of Ubour, 
the capital as well as the profits. 

This tl|en is Socialism: Commun- 
ity ownership of ti^e means ef pro- 
ducing and distributing wealth; the 
organisation of Industry under that 
common ownership as a publie ser- 
vice for the benefit of all; directed 
to social ends and to tbe equipment 
ot the life ot the whole people 
Instead of, as now, to the private 
enrichment of a privileged class ot 
owners, . 

The Encyclical Quadragesimo 
Anno, Issued by the late Pope Pius 
XI, states: "For It is righUy cou' 
tended that certain forms of prop- 
erty must be reserved to the state, 
since they carry with them an op- 
portunity of dominaUon too great 
to be loft to private Individuals 
without injury to the community at 
large." Thb Socialism believes that 
private ownership of the means of 
production decreases, rather than 
increases the opportunity for the 
ownership of more pcrso^i^prop' 
erty by the average rnan?^''-' 

Socialism repudiates all forms of 
totalitarianism. Poverty is the most 
fertile breeding ground tor Fascism. 
Before tho war ' "one third o a 
nation" In the U.S. was desUtute, 
2,000,000 people In Canada were in 
like condition. When catastrophe- 
defeat in war— strikes such a coun 
try, as it did Germany, the owning 
class realizes that tacUcs must be 
changed it they are to conUnue 
fooling ttic people. By demagogic 
means, they teach that Uie Jews and 
the "have" nations are responsible 
for the dire conditions ot the peo' 
pie. And In despair the peopic are 
willing to believe anything. Fas- 
cists come to power, consolidating 
still further monopoly control of 
the means of producUon, deatroylng 
all Socialist parties, and prepairing 
for war as ao opiate, to the people 
So long as poverty exists In^a coun- 
try, that country is in danger of 
becoming Fascist Thus the late 
Friedlich Adier, leader ot the Aus 
trlan Socialist Party, said "PoliUcal 
democracy is Uke air: you can't live 
wlUiout air, but you can't live on 
air alone." SoelaUsm retains and 
broadens full political democracy 
and adds thereto économie dcmo' 
cracy— the right to work, the right 
to a productive and useful life; the 
very anUthesIs ot Fascism. 

I believe sincerely In everything 
I have sajd; I believe that it is 
accurate, Just, scientific and logical 
And I am not afraid to say so! If 
Demon-Crat truly -believes in his 
perverted Ulogleal diatribes, let him 
come out with It openly and show 
us who he is!

At Toronto the newest course is 
one. in .Community Needs and Re- 
sources, in which the lectures are 
supplemented by films and field 
trips which include visits to the 
city council, the juvenile court and 
Ihe University Settlement. Other 
new courses this year at Toronto 
include Civic Day Nurseries (theory 
and practice), Nursing Aids (dem- 
onstrations and practical work in 
hospitals), and Recreational I«ad* 
ershlp. 

At Saskatchewan the girls have 
an opportunity to choose from five 
classes including typing and filing, 
precision instruments and blue 
prints, and radio mechanics as 'well 
as other courses. 

At U.B.C. map reading and draft 
ing supplement the motor mechan- 
ics course. The examination in map 
reading and drafting, it taken after 
the motor mechanics course, gives 
the' student the rating of a third 
class army driver. 

On completion , of the course in 
measurements and instruments at 
U.B.C, the students would be quali- 
fied to take a posilion as inspector 
in a munitions factory. 

Physical training us part of the 
war effort is emphasized at U.B.C, 
McGill and Manitoba and a varied 
athletic program is offered. 

At Manitoba the girls are offered 
choice of 10 courses. The Can- 
teen course includes emergency 
feeding, food purchasing and cost 
control, sanitation, working sched- 
ules for emergency workers, and 
record keeping. 

In the first year of the clerical 
course the women are giving train- 
ing in elementary bookkecpuig, the 
writing of business and formal let- 
ters, filing, office technique and 
cultivation of personality. The sec- 
ond year students receive courses 
in typing. 

Senior students who intend to en- 
ter thé active forces upon gradua- 
tion are encouraged to take Radio 
Telegraphy. Before entering this 
course, students must. pais an apt- 
itude test given by array author- 
ities. 

Thei^od^Production course pro- 
vides ^instruction in several phases 
of agricultural food production such 
as fruit and vegetable growing, bee* 
keeping, poultry raising, .'dairy 
cattle feeding and management, 
care and manufacture of milk, 
cream, butter and cheese, and in- 
sect control. - 

Some of the Manitoba students 
who took the Home Nursing course 
last year are now doing VA.D. 
work. 

At Queen's, bicluded in the pro- 
gram are courses In orderly room 
procedure, signals and Red Cross 
quilting. Students interested In 
Occupational Therapy teach soldiers 
handicrafts. Students who have 
studied Chemistry act as laboratory 
technicians In connections with the 
voluntary blood donations. 

At McGill, much work is done by 
the senior students outside the Uni- 
versity in laboratories, foundling 
homes and other social agencies. 

The girls, at Mount Allison are 
knitting, taking First Aid courses 
and making garments for refugee 
children under the supervision of 
the clothing departmeht*^' '

HITLER'S LITTLE HELPERS. 



Hitler's little helpers, rumors, 
tongue wagging and tall tales, con- 
tinue to make their malicious 
rounds, unfettered by winter's sleet 
and snow. Well, we are going to 
put the skids on this season'sj.crop. 
It Is "they" for the most pârti' not 
enemy agents who do Hitler the 
very fancy favor of puncturing our 
national morale. So let's put forth 
our u nitcd^ fo rces; to protect the 
homer!frontj^^nn|b)is* pestilence. 

The R.ciMPTand other law en- 
forcement agencies are .taking care 
of the Fifth Columnists. You can 
depend on the good job they arc 
doing to protect our national safe- 
ty. But it is the object of the Can- 
adian Column of the Rumor Clinic, 
which appears regularly each Sat- 
urday night on this page, and in 36 
Canadian papers, to give you facts 
versus rumors devastating to our 
national defence program. 

Rumors can be no more effective 
in Canada than Canadians permit 
them to be. Just rememtber tliat the 
grapevine of gossip is a Hitler 
planned scheme to split unity 
amongst the Allied Nations. Be on 
the alert not to spread a rumor by 
repeating it. Here are a few of Hit- 
ler's little helpers to muddle our 
minds, and$toutbsj^versu8.1ies: 

RUMOR: wBîS^Wacltout' on' the 
Gaspe coast is put on so the Eng- 
lish refugees can be landed at night

FACT: (Jur authority, Mr. F. C. 
Blair, Director ot Immigration, Ot-

"In the year rnd eight months 
period, from the first of January 
1041, to the 31st of August 1042, the 
total of BritUlii»rt(»ji»ubjcctb who 
came to CaîàaârwaS^2i7. Of these, 
161 came from the British Isles, 762 
from Newfoundland and 294 Irom 
other countries. Of the 161 from the 
British Isles, we had this broken 
down into age groups with the fol- 
lowing result: 

18 to 29 years, inclusive, 28 
30 to 40 yean, 58 

Over 40 75 

Of the 18 to 29 group, eight are 
with the Royal Canadian Navy, 
three with the Canadian Army, one 
with the Royal Air Force, one is a 
medical student, four are employed 
as clergymen, and the remaining 
eleven arc employed in various 
branches of war production. No 
person, male or female, between 
the ages of 16 and 60, may leave 
the British Isles -without. securing 
a permit' ffoni the authorities in 
London. It is obvioui that these 
permits are not being issued to 
those who are running away from 
duty."

Here's a rumor which we define 
as a 'morale-breaker", if allàwed to 
go unchallenged on the home front. 
We are happy to expose it as un- 
founded and give you the fact. 

RUMOR: "Thei« is a persistent 
rumor among the men serving 
overseas in the armed forces that 
Canadian officers overseas will be 
required to pay income tax, not 
only in the coming years, but also 
for 1942." 

TACT: Hon. Colin W. Gibson, 
Minister of National Revenue: "I 
have never heard of it. There has 
been no suggestion of any such 
action."

A rumor euch as below was re 
peated to a Jewish mother who has 
two sons serving overseas, one of 
whom has been "missing" for many 
months. 

RUMOR: "It is unjust that youn£ 
men of Jewish faith are not being 
called -up under the Mobilization 
Act, and are being accepted in the 
army only as volimteers, while all 
others are subject to call." 

FACT: Selective Service Officer 
in charge of call up: "Absolutely 
wrong. Men are being called on an 
equal basis, irrespective of creed or 
religion. If any particular case 
were submitted we could Investi- 
gate and deal with it."

RUMOR: "Soldiers returning 
from overseas have to pay, if not 
for the fuU trip, haU of If . 

FACn": Transport Branch, De- 
partment of Defence: 

"Soldiers brought back to Canada 
do not have to pay. It might be 
true of a few given compassionate 
leave, at their own expense, to re- 
turn to settle urgent private mat 
ters, or similar reasons."

RUMOR: "There will be no use In 
sowing grain next spring." 

FACT: Hon. J, O. GawHner, MIn 
Ister of Agriculture: • 

"Wc hope farmers will sow as 
much grain as possible. We would 
like to see the wheat acreage re 
duced by 4,000,000 acres, but to have 
coarse grains on those 4,000,000 
acres." 

Here's a funny one, but also subtle 
suggestion of disloyalty to govern' 
ment wartime regulations. 

RUMOR: "That the C.P.R. is de- 
liberately loading trains into the 
Laurentians with skiers in order 
that the ordinary passenger traffic 
will be unable to secure acconuno' 
dation and thereby cause so much 
discontent and so many complaints 
that the Government will be forced 



Recently the press in both England and 
America has devoted much space to comments 
on the British Empire. Some ot the criticisms 
are justified, others are not, for many have 
overlooked the fact that the Empire is a com- 
posite body of diverse parts. Firstly there are 
territories unpopulated when. first discovered 
but which have since been filled up with Euro- 
pean immigrants and now form the self-govern- 
ing dominions. Secondly Cyprus, Hong Kong, 
Gibraltar, etc., are inhabited by peoples having 
cultural and racial ties with other countries 
and desiring to unite with their compatriots.' 
Thirdly we have acquired large tracts ot Asia 
and Africa, inhabited by alien masses. 'India 
is the largest unit in this category, but the 
African colonies are also an important part of 
it Fourthly throughout the last three centuries 
small islands and isolated scraps of land have 
been annexed .to serve as coaling stations or 
communication links. No adverse conunents 
can be passed on the first category, but the 
last three, unfortunately, have many faults. It 
is the plan of this article to discuss these last 
three categories more fully. ' 

. 1. There are other parts of the Empire which 
have no such pleasant hopes. • Consider, for 
example, Cyprus, which was obtained by a 
dubious transaction with Turkey in 1878. The 
Cypriots, of Greek descent, are ruled by the 
Colonial Office through a Governor and a Legis- 
lative CounclL The votes of the elected repre- 
sentatives on this Council are swamped by 
those of the Governor's nominees. The major- 
ity of tlic inhabitants have' long desired union 
with their compatriots In Greece, but nothing 
has been done to gratify this hope. Hong 
Kong, a similar case, was annexed as a result 
of an unjust war. Is the construction of rail- 
roads and other utilities a moral justification 



for the retention of such territories? Perhaps 
it would-be fair to allow such* j«rts of thç 
Empire as have ties with other' countries to 
join their kinsmen if they so desire. 

2. India has received most of the attention 
of censurers, but even the Conservative Party 
in England Is reconciled to granting her Domin- 
ion statusi.at.the termination of the war. 

Tne^Vurlcan^ tropical colonies represent an 
Important part of this category. After the 
Great War, many countries, such as Germany, 
Italy and Poland, regarded Great Britain with 
Jealousy beçause she was blessed with so many 
colonies and they had few or none. 

When we condemned Italy's colonial adven- 
tures as immoral, it was pointed out that we 
only did so after we had. helped ourselves 
liberally. After this war vie will have a chance 
of demonstrating our liberal intentions towards 
these dependencies. It has been proposed that 
the new League of Nations be entrusted with 
the task ot educating them to govern them- 
selves; a plan that might well be applied to all 
the European possessions in this area. 

3. Lastly, there are those scraps ot territory 
and islands scattered throughout the world. 
Recently I read a history of St. Helena, and it 
was a sorrowful story. Due to the lack of in- 
terest ot the Colonial Ofllce, the inhabitants 
were almost destitute and the natural resources 
of the island had been wasted : with disastrous 
results. Although of late some remedies have 
been applied to check these evils, yet In general 
such dependencies have never received the 
attention they merited. The British West 
Indies, Malta, St. Helena are isolated units 
which would perhaps find it difilcult to fend 
for themselves. They derive great benefits from 
Great Britain and could form the Empire of 
the future, receiving necessary aid from the 
Mother Country. 

Ifie greater part ot the Democratic world 
has come to the conclusion that colonial em- 
pires lack moral foundations and a substitution 
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must be found. Some apologists plead that 
great conunimication systems and social -works 
are an adequate reason for their retention. The 
Germans brought economic benefits to Posen in 
the 10th century, but that was their only excuse 
for their share in tiie' partition of Poland. 
Surety our righteousness must exceed theirs. 
Few deny that our dependencies have gained 
many advantages In^jtllelEmpirc, but our only 
right to keep them rests in the wishes of the 
inhabitants and once they have ceased to de* 
sire our presence it would be better for us 
to go. 

Recently Lord Cranbornc declared that the 
sun had not set on the Empire, but that she 
was only beginning her mission. We conclude 
that be was referring to our intention to train 
the colonies to govern themselves. What right 
and qualifications have we to undertake this 
task alone and what sincerity can be attached 
to these professions. Such an undertaking 
should be a collective scheme involving all 
civilized nations, for if such a task were given 
to one nation, it is impossible to say how much 
it might be abused. 

We are witnessing the end of one phase ot 
history and the opening of another. Let it bo 
hoped that the door is also closing on an order 
which has played no small part in causing 
wars for the last two centtu-ies, and which sub- 
jects peoples and territories to the capricious 
whims of a foreign power. If, however, it is to 
be there, there is the possibility that the words 
which Bryce used to describe the miserable 
finale of the Holy Roman Empire might some 
day apply to us. "It is the penalty of great* 
ness, that its form shouU outlive its substance: 
that gildings and trappings should remain when 
that which they were meant to deck and 
clothe has departed. So our sloth or our timid* 
ity, not seeing that whatever is false must be 
also bad, maintains in being what once was 
good long after it has become helpless and 
hopeless."
